J  N  submitting  this  Work  to  the  Public,  I  must  observe,  that  it 
simply  pretends  to  be  a  Collection  of  Sketches,  made  during  a 
professional  tour — My  motive  for  its  publication  arose  from  the  hope, 
that  in  conjunction  with  similar  works,  it  might  tend  to  stimulate  the 
growing  appreciation  of  the  noble  buildings  of  the  Middle  Ages,  and 
of  those  grand  principles  which  actuated  their  authors.  In  selecting 
subjects,  from  an  almost  inexhaustible  variety  of  examples,  in  France 
and  Italy,  a  preference  has  been  given  to  those  which  illustrate  the 
art  of  the  12th  and  13th  centuries — The  truth,  skill,  and  beauty 
exhibited  throughout  these  great  periods,  can  scarcely  fail  to  attract 
admiration.  My  endeavour  has  been  to  faithfully  represent  the 
subjects  as  I  saw  them,  avoiding,  with  few  exceptions,  such  as  had 
been  touched  by  restoration,  a  process  which,  as  at  present  conducted 
in  France,  frequently  tends  to  destroy  the  character  of  the  old  work. 

I  much  regret,  that,  through  other  pressing  duties,  I  have  been 
prevented  from  lithographing  more  than  a  limited  number  of  plates 
myself,  and  have  much  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  fidelity  with 
which  the  drawings  have  been  transferred  to  stone  by  Mr.  Newman 
and  other  gentlemen.

The  sculpture  in  the  upper  compartment  of  tympanum  represents  the  two  angels  attending  at  the  throne  of 
God.  The  middle  compartment  represents  the  four  angels  holding  the  winds  at  the  four  comers  of  the 
earth.  The  figures  in  the  lower  compartment  would  appear  to  be  ten  of  the  tribes  of  Israel, 
supposing  the  two  idolatrous  tribes  omitted,  and  no  account  taken  of  the  substitutes.  In  this  case 
the  nimbi  may  represent  “  the  seal  of  God,”  by  which  “  He  knoweth  them  that  are  his.”  Rev.  vii. 

The  two  inner  orders  of  arch-moulding  contains  sculptures  of  the  twelve  months,  and  the  signs  of  the 
Zodiac.  Commencing  with  the  first  to  the  right  at  the  bottom  of  the  inside  order,  is  No.  1 .  A  two- 
headed  figure  of  January. — No.  2.  Capricorn.— Ho.  3.  February,  an  old  man  seated  at  a  fire.— 
Ho.  4.  Aquarius. — Ho.  5.  March,  a  man  pruning  vines.  Pisces,  here  omitted,  is  inserted  in  the  [ 
arch-moulding  of  South  door,  West  front.  Recommencing  with  the  lower  figure  of  inside  order  to  I 
the  left,  is  Ho.  6.  April,  crowned  with  flowers,  and  holding  a  plant  covered  with  blossom.— Ho.  7.

This  church  contains  the  remarkable  feature  of  a  chapel  having  the  character  of  a  gallery,  approached  by 
stairs  in  the  thickness  of  the  wall,  as  shown  on  the  plan.  The  old  altar  remains  in  a  perfect  state, 
and  is  supported  on  one  side  by  the  parapet  and  on  the  other  by  a  single  column.  The  elevated 
position  of  this  chapel,  at  the  west  entrance,  accords  with  others  dedicated  to  St.  Michael,  as  at 
Andoche  de  Saulieu,  and  the  gallery  of  narthex  at  the  Abbey  of  Vezelay.
